Improvements  in  Adhesive  Medicinal  Plasters. 

I,  Samuel  Sidney  Bromhead  of  97,  Newgate  Street,  London,  Patent  Agent 
(communication  from  abroad),  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention  and 
in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  to  be  particularly  described  and 
ascertained  in  and  by  the  following  statement  : — 

5  This  invention  refers  to  adhesive  medicinal  substances  spread  on  strips  or  pieces 
of  muslin  or  fine  linen. 

It  consists  of  a  new  and  special  manner  of  combining  and  employing  oxide  of 
zinc  with  glycerine,  or  soap,  in  the  form  of  an  adhesive  layer  for  medicinal 
plasters. 

][Q  Such  substances  as  above  mentioned  are  spread  in  a  viscous  condition  on  strips 
or  pieces  of  muslin  or  fine  linen  and  thus  brought  into  use,  being  readily  obtainable 
and  conveniently  applied. 

The  adhesive  layers  of  glycerine,  zinc  or  soap,  with  or  without  the  addition  of  a 
medicament,  are  produced  by  spreading  the  combined  substances,  alone  or  with  the 
addition  of  a  suitable  medicament,  in  a  warm  or  softened  state  on  the  strips  or 
pieces  of  muslin  or  fine  linen.  After  drying,  the  strips  or  pieces  are  cut  and  are 
then  ready  for  use.  Pieces  or  strips  of  suitable  size  are  cut  off  as  required, 
moistened  with  warm  w'ater,  on  the  adhesive  side,  and  laid  or  stuck  on  to  the  part 
affected.  After  the  piece  or  strip  so  laid  on,  becomes  dry,  no  further  dressing  is 

20  requisite,  as  the  gummy  substance  is  self  adhesive. 

In  cases  of  running  eczema,  however,  it  is  advisable  to  apply  some  cotton  wool  to 
the  affected  part. 

If  the  plaster  be  used  as  a  bandage,  the  strips,  before  using,  should  be  dipped  in 
warm  water  and  a  regular  dressing  laid  on.  In  this  case,  also,  no  further  covering 

25  or  dressing  is  necessary  after  the  plaster  has  dried. 

The  proportions  of  the  various  ingredients  are  as  follows 

For  an  adhesive  glycerine  plaster  or  bandage,  the  mixture  is  : — 

47  parts  of  glue  or  gelatine 
20  „  water 

30  33  „  glycerine. 

For  an  adhesive  zinc  plaster  25  parts  of  zinc  are  added  to  the  above. 

For  a  soap  plaster  the  mixture  is  ; — 

34  parts  of  glue 
46  „  soap 

35  15  „  water 

5  „  glycerine.  ■ 
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To  one  of  the  above  as  a  basis  I  add  the  following  optional  medicaments : —

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said  inven¬ 
tion,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  I  declare  that  what  I  15 
claim  is  : — 

An  improved  adhesive  plaster  consisting  of  an  adhesive  layer  of  oxide  of  zinc 
with  glycerine  or  soap  spread  in  a  soft  or  gummy  condition  with  or  without  the 
addition  of  a  medicament,  on  pieces  or  strips  of  muslin  or  fine  linen,  as  herein 
described  and  set  forth.  20
